In presenting to you our annual report, we would say 
that at the commencement of the fiscal year last passed 
we resolved to keep strictly within the appropriations, so 
far as was consistent with good service to the people, but 
with the great amount of rainfall, which washed the roads 
almost every week, it was impossible to keep within the 
appropriation for highways, which is none too large for

the number of miles of roads that have to be kept in 
repair under the most favorable circumstances. 

We think we have attained a fair degree of success with 
the other appropriations, especially the different appro- 
priations for the repairs on the town house. 

Within the last two or three years there has been ex- 
pended quite a sum of money on our cemeteries, which 
were in a badly-neglected condition, but, with the excep- 
tion of the Putney Hill and Stumpfield cemeteries, which 
need a small amount appropriated for repairs, our ceme- 
teries are now in a condition where they will need but a 
small outlay for some years to come, except for their regu- 
lar care. : | : 

We have bought a piece of land near the residence of 


Charlie Kimball to dig grade from, as it is very expensive 


to buy grade by the load, and we think it would be eco- 
nomical for the town to buy other pieces of land in other 
parts of the town, if they could be secured at reasonable 
prices. 

The law requiring towns having no high school to pay 
the tuition of scholars who attend a high school out of © 
town makes quite a large bill to pay, and it seems likely to 
become larger in the years to come; unless the town pro- 
vides means to educate our children at home, there should 
be an appropriation made to cover this expense. 

The town every year has to hire quite a sum of money 
to pay its bills with until the taxes are paid, and it seems 
as if it would be better to make a reasonable discount on 
all taxes paid before June 15. There are two snow 
rollers owned by the town, and we recommend that an 
appropriation be made to buy a new one for the use of the 
highway agent in the west part of the town.

~ REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1908.

During the past year we believe that very good work 
has been done in most of our schools. An unusual num- 
ber of vacancies have occurred, that, owing to a lack of 
home talent had to be filled from places more or less dis- 
tant, with only such knowledge on the part of the school 
board as could be obtained by correspondence. In every 
case we have sought for those of acknowledged ability 
and successful experience. ‘That. we have been misled in 
a few cases is the common experience of all who have had 
to do with school affairs. The greater part of our new 
teachers did satisfactory work, and some work of saperior 
character. 

The school funds have not been sufficient to give over 
twenty-nine weeks of school during the year. This was 
caused by the higher wages paid in our village schools 
and in some of the rural schools. This increase was justi- 
fied by the general rise in wages and the cost of living, as 
well as by the increase of pupils in certain cases, and our 

desire to secure and retain the best teachers within the 
means provided. 

We are glad to note the goodly number of scholars from 
this town attending high school in other towns, and that 
in scholarship they rank equal, at least, to those fitted in 
other places. Our selectmen have to pay from the money 
of the town the tuition of these pupils, a sam amounting 
to about five hundred dollars for this year. It is a ques- 
tion that requires the thoughtful consideration of all who 
have the best interests of this town at heart, whether it 
would not be wiser to establish a high school in this town 
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than to continue paying other towns nearly enough to: 
maintain one. 

In the way of improvements in school books, Motton's 
Geographies, a new up-to-date series, have been intro- 
duced, and Ward’s Rational System of Reading, one of 
the best phonetic systems, has been taught in the lower 
primary classes with good success. 


The schoolhouse at Sugar Hill has been reshingled, the 


one on the South Road has been supplied with a new set 
of furniture, and the one at West Hopkinton has been 
repaired and refitted for use. 

During the past sixteen years several thousand dollars 


have been expended in building and remodeling the fif- 
teen schoolhouses in the rural parts of this town. It is a 


fact to be regretted that only nine of them have been in 
use during the past winter, and there is no immediate 
prospect that more will be in use. On the other hand, our 
village schoolhouses have been hardly adequate to the 
needs of the pupils attending, and there is an assurance 
of a much larger attendance in the spring. In view of 
these facts it seems to be not only an act of justice but a 


necessity that our villages be provided with better school 
‘accommodations. We hope such provision will be made 


at our coming annual meeting as will make the school 
buildings and accommodations of our villages fully equal 
to those of our most progressive neighbors.
